HARM IN STERILIZED MILK. 


Process Is Said to Destroy the Bone- 


Building Part of'the Product 


—Pasteurization Better. 


Nothjnj; has been found that will 


quite take the place of mother's milk, 
says a writer in Outing. Therefore a 
mother should nurse- her baby, if pos7 
sihle. When it is not possible, the best 
substitute Is pure cow's milk-raw, after 
it has been duly modified in accordance 
with the age of the child. Haw milk, 
however, is unsafe 
for baby 
during 


warm weal her, on account of the germs 
that are sure to develop in it. Ptisteur- 
i^tition, therefore, must be resorted to 
in summer. 
But don't sterilize the 


milk. Sterilized milk is now under u 
ban. 
It has been discovered that in 


the process of sterili/.atlon the bone- 
forming qualities in ihe milk are de- 
stroyed along with the germs, and t h a t 
infants fed upon it for any length of 
time are likely not only to have soft 
bones, hut rickets, scurvy and the most 
distressing diseases; of the joints. 
The 


difference between sterilized and Pns- 
teuri/.ed milk is simply in the degree of 
heat to which they are submitted and 
the length of time the heat is applied. 
Pasteuri/.a-tion consists of heating the 
milk to l.li) or ItiU degrees Fahrenheit 
for Hn minutes. 
Milk is sterilized by 


heating it to 212 degrees for one hour 
ur an hour and a half.

LESSON OF EARTHQUAKE. 


Test of Structural Materials TUT- 


nished Tjy San Francisco 


Disaster. 


i 


If argument were needed to show 


the advisability of an investigation of 
structural materials it is more than 
supplied by the recent earthquake iu 
California. 


What buildings best stood the shock 


is a Question of very great practical 
interest. 
Why they 
endured 
when 


others foil Is food for thought 
to 


builders all over the country. 


In this connection it is interesting 


to note that the Appraisers building 
in San Francisco, where the 
United 


States geological survey maintains 
a 


local office, is one of the few business 
structures in that city which was un- 
injured eitiler by shock or by flame. 
Mr. CHarles 0. Yale, special agent of 
the survey, reports that a little plaster 
has fallen but that the 
building is 


probably tlie only one in the city that 
shows not a single crack in its brick 
walls. This may be due to the fact 
that the foundation consists of a six- 
foot bed of solid cement placed upon 
thousands of piles, and that the bricks 
are put together with cement instead 
of mortar. The walls are thicker be- 
low the sidewalks than 
above them. 


When the building moves, it moves as 
a monolith, and while the vibration is 
considerable, no damage has been done 
except to tlie plaster. 


That the geological 
survey 
might 


with profit to the country undertake 
the investigation of structural mate- 
rials is attested by the numerous re- 
quests which it receives for informa- 
tion on the subject. Twice during the 
past year the survey was visited by a 
body o" engineers 
who 
represented 


large industrial 
developments 
in 
a 


number of different states. 
The Sur- 


vey was unable to supply the informa- 
tion which they 
desired 
concerning 


the stiFiigth and endurance of niat&ri- 
ils ro be used in a variety of building 
and (onv-truction work. This one fact 
diows how desirable it is that the in- 
vestigations now under way by the sur- 
vey n • enlarged. 


Tlir'St- investigations have thus far 


liad '<) do mainly with the testing of 


ments and concretes. It is felt that 


the work should be continued and am- 
plied.

Five years ago a group of well 


, known Northern men interested In 
• Southern educational problems, wh'o 


'• were attending a conference on the 


subject In a Southern city, eat In a 
.hotel apaitment. discussing the sit- 
uation. It was suggested that an or- 


' ganization be formed to do for edu- 


cation what a charity organization 
society does for miscellaneous bene- 
ficence. Out of that gathering grew 
' the General Education 
Board, of 


which Robert C. Ogden is the chair- 
man and tne office of which is in this 
city, says the New York Tribune. 
" John D. Rockeefoller gave to the 
.board an annuity of $100,000 
to 


• continue for ten years, and last fall 
also provided a permanent fund of 
$10,000,000 for the development of 


• higher 
education 
throughout 
the 


. United States. 


There is 110 other organization like 


the General Education Board In the 
world. Having about $500,000 at its 
disposal every year, it gives money 
to colleges which show by their work 
that they are in a position to make 
good use of it and also a disposition 
to hcli> carry out Mr. Rockefeller's 
object of developing a consistent na- 
tional system of colleges. With the 
Idea of carrying out Mr. Rockefel- 
ler s de&ires the board has collected a 
mass of Information about every in- 
stitution for higher learning in the 
United States. As the Charity Or- 
ganization Society gives information 
icgarding the worthiness of appli- 
cants for aid, so one may secure 
without charge from the General 
Education Board definite informa- 
tion regarding any college appealing 
for assistance. 
Many times endow- 


ments given to colleges, owing to 
hick of good judgment, are poorly 
Invested. and, instead of maintain- 
ing their value and their income, de- 
crease in their worth. The board 
will. If desired, advise In regard to 
the investment of college endow- 
ments. 


Every document is filed away and 


catalogued so that it can be turned 
to in an Instant In a case of shallow 
drawers are maps of every State. 
with the location of each college 
marked with a brass thumb tack. 
T\vo 
little pieces of colored paper 


n iv stuck on the top of each tack. 
They indicate by their color 
the 


number of students enrolled and the 
endow me-nt of the institution, while 
_a- letter on one pteee-show-s-to what 


denomination the college belongs, if 
it is a denomination school, and a 
number on the other shows which 
card In the envelope in the corner of 
the drawer gives further Intorma- 
tion about it. 


These records show all sorts of 


tilings about higher education in the 
United States 
Like the hospitals of 


New 
Yoi K city, colleges hav« been 


uselessly multiplied and local 'd al- 
most without regard to any consist- 
ent sjstem. In one town in a South- 
ern State (here are two Methodists 
colleges. One is assisted 
by the 


Nui them branch of the Methodist 
Church, the other by the Southern 
branch. Both, of course, are draw- 
ing pupils from the same territory. 
Tht-re is need for only one. 


The files of the board arc teeming 


with applications for assistance 
As 


it la an organization for the distribu- 
tion of funds, every application is 
filed away for consideration at the 
proper time. Up to the present mo- 
ment the applications, if granted, 
would consume the millions of dol- 
lars of the principal as well as the 
Income.

Southern educator, a president of a 
State university, there are one hun- 
died so-called colleges In the South 
and West which ought to be classi- 
fied as academies and do preparatory 
work. 


The struggle that some of these 


collegiate Institutions have to keep 
on their feet because of lack 'of 
funds and students is Indicated by 
the fact revealed to the General Edu- 
cation Board that in 1905 more col- 
leges died than were oganlzed. 


•• The 
underlying policy of 
the 


board will be that of creating among 
the .people a desire for education and 
a^sense of financial responsibility for 
It. It will not give funds In aid of 
the establishment of high schools or 
elementary schools, believing that 
the people ought to support these 
themselves by taxation. 
With the 


Idea of promoting high schools, how- 
ever, the board is planning to assist 
in the support of a special depart- 
ment In Sate univesitles, to be called 
th*'' Department of secondary oduca- 


board believes that the best 


way to promote elementary educa- 
tion, -especially in the Southern ru- 
ral regions, where distances between 
houses ate great and the land Is pro- 
ductive tf only small incomes, is to 
help tho people to Increase their 
financial resources. 
With this 
in 


mind, the board is co-operating with 
tho Department of Agricultuie to 
show- the occupants of cheap land 
ho,vv to make It more productive by 
Intensive methods. The schools will 
conic, It la believed, when the money 
Is available and a doslro for them li 
created among tho people.

Revival of Greek Games Causes 


Some Comparisons. 


AMERICAN 
SUPERIORITY 


Longest Riice in Ancient Olympian 


Games was Two and Three-Quar- 
ter Miles—Instances of Contest- 
ants Dropping Dead from Exhaus- 
tion Upon Reaching Goal. 


Though in ancient song and story 


the athlete of the Olympic games was 
extolled as almost superhuman, and 
by later poets as inimitable, yet he 
now appears in many ways inferior 
to the matter-of-fact man of modern 
times. Deeds which were once re- 
garded as wonderful are now per- 
formed so often or so easily that they 
have become 
fairly commonplace. 


Leauder's achievement In swimming 
acioss tho Hellespont was at one time 
considered astounding, yet the Hel- 
lespont has a minimum width of one- 
sixteenth that of the English Chan- 
nel, which Capt. Webb crossed. 
The 


longest race in tho ancient stadium 
at Olympla was about two and three- 
fourths miles long, which was so ex- 
hausting to the participants that .of- 
ten, as did the Spartan Ladas. they 
dropped dead on reaching the goal. 
Who hears of runners killing them- 
selies by overexertion nowadays, al- 
though there are races now ^much 
longer than In the time of Gbmpia'S 
olcUime glory? 


The Olympic games, as they were 


first revived at Athens in 1S9G. have 
done much to rob the ancient atli- 
lele of his renown. These contests, of 
the 
physical 
man have prompted 


comparisons of w h a t tho past and 
the piebfiit have accomplished, and 
caused speculation at. to whether the 
human bony now is as well devel- 
oped as in the days of early Greece. 
The General verdict seems to be I hat 
modern man surpasses his prede- 
cessor. 


It is, of course, impossible to com- 


pare the ancient w i t h the piesent day 
splinters. 
In 
tho early times, the 


Grce.Us had no stop watches to rec- 
ord short races. Tho trickling-water 
clock or the crawling shadow of the 
sundial enabled them to divide their 
days only in a crude sort of way. 
When the dromos, or ^00-yard foot 
race, was run at an Olympian festi- 
val, the beholders did not cry out as 
modern spectators do, "What time 
was made?" The onlj thought of the 
multitude 
was. "Who won?" A 


champion to-day can cover this dis- 
tance In a little more than twenty 
seconds, but the ancient mind know 
no such delicate splittings of time as 
seconds. 


If the ancient Greeks, however, 


sprinted as do the rnodurn athletes of 
Greece, and could thej repeat now 
their performances in the company 
of a good 
Ameiican runner, they 


would make a sad showing. When 
tho Olympic games were held at 
AJiens in IS'JG for the first time 
since their abolition in 394 by the 
Emperor Theodosius, the Greek run- 
ners immediately attracted attention 
because they seemed to imitate ex- 
actly the peculiar gait of their pro- 
genitors 
In ancient friezes and stat- 


uary the Oljmpian stadiodromoi, or 
sprinters, always have the forward 
leg high In air. and 
the other 


stretched out straight behind, with 
the 
toes 
se^^rcc!y 
touching 
the 


g. ound 
They appear to be leaping, 


as H 
1 their race were a series of rapid 


Jumps. 


Before the foot races were run at 


the Ol\mpian games of 1896 the 
multitude of Greeks seated In the 
gicat horseshoe of tho stadium were 
sajing: "Our men will win surely. 
They have classic stylo and grace." 
or, as the Crown Prince of Greece ex- 
pressed it, "They are a harmony of 
motion." 
But no sooner were the 


runners away before the bounding. 
Jumping Greek contestants fell be- 
hind the low-gliding forms of the 
Americans, whose lugs worked with 
tho regularity of clocks, and who in 
speed seemed to resemble the far- 
famed coyote of their native land. 
Americans won all of the short foot 
races, and when Thomas Burke, of 
the Boston team, who won the 400- 
meter race so easily that he slack- 
ened his last twenty steps to a walk, 
was asked why the Greeks fell so 
far behind, he answered: 


"They jump up and down on their 


heels, and waste their energy in go- 
Ing up into the air." 


The Greek of to-day at all events 


has proved himself inferior to the 
American in the sport which Homer 
speaks of as the delight of the most 
ancient Hellenic kings. Greatly dis- 
appointed by their failure to cap- 
ture the foot race prizes, the Greeks 
at the Athenian games of 1896 were 
certain of victory In throwing the 
discus. The Greek contestants, who 
preceded the 
foreign 
participants, 


made this feeling of triumph in the 
hearts of the Athenian spectators all 
the more sure. They struck such 
graceful attitudes that each recalled 
the beautiful statue of the Discobo- 
lus, which has been called by Byro.n 
"a poem of strength." 
After the 


classic performance 
of tho Greeks 


the awkward antics of the Americans 
were greeted with much good nat- 
ured laughter. Yet despite his lack 
of grace, Captain Garrctt, of Prince- 
ton, who had never had a discus In 
Mi hands until throe days before tha 
event, won the contest. Ho threw tha 
"platter" 29.15 meters, or 19.R eon-< 


tors beyond the throw of tk«!

They are also authorized and 
empowered to act as forest, fire, 
game and fish wardens and In gen- 
eral to have tho powers and proga- 
tives conferred by law upon members 
of the police force of cities of the 
first class or upon constables of the 
commonwealth and are intended as 
far HA possible to take the place of 
the polite now appointed, at the re- 
quest of the various corporations. 
They are further required to co-op- 
ernte with the local authorties In

Funston went to the latter State 
with his parents in 1S07. He attend- 
ed the Kansas State University about 
1SS6 and after a few jears he left 
tlif- institution without securing his 
diploma and started into the news- 
paper business a.s a reportet on a 
Ki.nsas City paper. In 1SS7 he was 
city editor of tho Tribune in Fort 
Smith. A year later Funston was a 
Botanist in the United States* Death 
Valley expedition. In lS9o he was 
appointed a commissioner of the De- 
partment of Agriculture to explore 
Alaska and report on its flora. 


Subsequent to the Alaskan ven- 


ture he went to Mexico on a private 
undertaking, planning to get options 
on coffee plantations. The financial 
support to the success of bin inten- 
tion.; was not forthcoming. He then 
became assistant secretary of the To- 
peka and Santa Fe Railroad. 
The 


routine of this post was monotonous 
to him, and three months later he 
surpilsed his friends by enlisting as 
a private in the Cuban army. His 
promotion in that service was rapid. 


During the eighteen months he 


spent in Cuba he was In twenty-three 
battles, had his left arm mutilated 
by . shell, received a Mauser bullet 
in his left lung, and was sick of the 
fever In two months. Once, while 
loading a battery to a point of van- 
tage, he had his horse shot under 
him. The animal rolled on Funston's 
right leg, crushing the thigh. 
His 


campaigning by this time had ren- 
dered him a physical wreck and his 
request to be retired from the ser- 
vice was granted. On the way to the 
coast, however, he %vas captured by 
the Spanish. He was condemned to 
die. but later, being put on parole, 
escaped and came to New York. 


Funston's capture of Agulnaldo la 


an exploit that has been likened In 
gallantry to tho feat of Gushing dur- 
ing the Civil War in destroying ths 
Confederate ram Albemarle. He cap- 
tured a messenger from Agulnaldo's 
headquarters who was carrying mes- 
sages to the various Insurgent chiefs. 
Learning the nature of the communi- 
cations, Funston conceived the plan 
of equipping a number of 
native 


tioops who would pass themselves 
off as rebel reinforcements, several 
Americana going along ostensibly as 
prisoners. The expedition embarked 
on a gunboat and landed near Baler. 
For six days the expedition marched 
over exceedingly difficult 
country. 


Word was sent to Agulnaldo for 
food, a ruo that worked with great 
success, for it allayed his suspicion. 
Tho party later on was received by 
Aguinaldo on the Palanan 
River, 


and after a lively fight tho Filipino 
and hU party wero captured.

Ho participated in opera- 
lions against the Apaches In New 
Mexico. 


During ten years of frontier ser- 


vice he marched on foot from Mis- 
souri to the Rio Grar.de and from 
the headwaters of the Rio Grande to 
its mouth. In 1S7G he was ordered 
East to go on recruiting service, and 
on his way back to civilization ho 
spent his first night in a sleeping car. 


General Corbin's tactfnlness was 


brought Into play in the legislation 
which followed the war with Spain, 
reorganizing the army and establish- 
ing it on its present plane. To him 
Is also given the credit for the recon- 
struction of West Point at a cost of 
four and 
a half millions. When 


President 
McKinley 
believe-.! 
the 


time had como to establish the civil 
government In the Philippines he 
sent General Corbin as his personal 
representative to Impress upon the 
arniy the importance of harmonlo-is 
relations between the old military 
regime and the new civil govern- 
ment..

For years the wily ulint-eyad 


Orientals, in their homes, often bu- 
rled 
fifty 
feet 
or 
more 
below 


the surface of the streeta of San 
Francisco, have defied all ,the efforts 
of the police to ferret them out. Na- 
ture- has done -what was beyond ttia 
power of human agency, and China- 
town is broken up and laid bare, 
says the New York Press. 


Thirty thousand Chinamen -lived 


in the tJhinese quarter of tho city la 
hovels above and below the streets, 
and their frightened exodus from tha 
stricken city presented a sight never 
before witnessed In this Western, 
hemisphere. Their lives were gov- 
erned by laws and customs distinct 
from those of the whites. In the dark 
alleys and 
winding, subterranean, 


lanes, murders were frequent, war- 
ring tongs met and fought out their 
quarrels, white and yellow slaves 
were incarcerated, and the police 
were powerless either to detect or* to 
punish the criminals. 


Occupying more than ten blocks, 


only 
six squares 
from what waa 


known as Newspaper Corner, the 
Orientals bad converted the frame~~ 
buildings which cover the distiict 
into rat-holes and beehives wherein 
they giunblod ceaselessly after the 
manner 01 their kind smoked their 
opium-pipes and burned joss-sticks. 
There were few even among the resi- 
dents of this crime-iufestod section 
who wore acquainted with all Its 
tuins, and 
probably no American 


ever was permitted to explore its lu- 
1101' fastnesses. 


White women who had become 


slaves to opium lived out their mis- 
erable existences in superheated and 
pungent smelling little cellar rooms, 
seldom, if ever, seeing the light of 
day. Little yellow girls from the land 
of the Dragon were smuggled into 
this Western Chinese city and were 
bought and sold like cattle. Living. 
as they did in many Instances, in 
holes burrowed into the earth, like 
their coolie brothers in Canton and 
Chefoo, it was impossible for the arm 
of the law to reach them. 


When 
tiie earthquake and 
fire 


spread disaster through San Fran- 
cisco, Chinatown, unlike the rest ot 
the cit\. was marked by twisted 
lines of debris-filled caverns, with 
broken tunnels opening on every side 
exposing 
unknown 
caves. 
These 


ruined caves, once the homes of the 
in\sterlous Celestials, through lire 
and eai thquake have become their 
tombs. How many people met death 
therein will never be known, but It la 
a certainty that Chinatown is gone 
forever. 


For \ c a r s San Franciscans have 


agitated the purging of this plague 
bi ot in the citj's very heart. 
Prac- 


tical Iv the entire district was owned 
by A-.iiericans whose appreciation of 
pto'.'eity \allies was sufficient to pre- 
vent the Chinamen becoming more 
than 
lessees 
of 
the 
ramshackle 


hskoler is-llhl r

buildings w i t h which It was covered. 
Year by jear tho rents have been 
raised on the Mongolians until lat- 
terly they were paying almost pro- 
hibitive rate's for the privilege of re- 
maining in this, their Pacific Coast 
im tropolis and the property owners 
were reaping more profits, relatively, 
than would ha\e been possible had 
the district been covered with mod- 
ern 
business or residential struc- 


tures. Hut it was doomed, neverthe- 
less, and the earthquake has but 
hastened the cleaning out of a pic- 
tuiesquc but hopelessly vile section.

Points on Oysters. 


When ojsters are removed from 


more saline water to that which Is 
less salt, says Dr. William K. Brooka. 
Professor of Zoology in the Johns 
Hopkins University who has niadu 
the oyster a life study, they absorb 
water quickly, and become plump, 
or "fat." but tho fatness is nothing 
but water. The "fattening" is usu- 
ally carried on In tho mouths of 
livers, which are always near towns 
and polluted by sewage. 


Kvery "fattened" oyster Is too 


suspicious to be eaten raw, and tho 
outbreaks of typhoid fever whicli 
have been traced 
to oysters most 


clearly have been traced to "fat- 
tened" o\sters. All the fresh-wuter 
that a "fattened" oyster has absorb- 
ed is at once extracted by cooking xo 
that tho "fattening" of oysters thut 
fin> to he cooked la pot only an un- 


• necessary expense, but a fraud on tho 


consumer, who la sold filthy Mit«r 
! from the harbors of cities at th,*
